of our arrival, a royal order was issued for 
our immediate introduction As we en 
tered, with the impatience of a despoiic 
prince, he calied to know which was the 
doctor. We were taken into an open court, 
and seated ona bamboo floor, about ten 
feet from the chair of the monarch. “They 
are from the western continent,” was the 
first remark—after which our great man 
delivered his account of us. We we e in 
terrogated, as to my skill in curing eyes, 
cutting out wens, setting broken arms and 
legs,—besides many other things to which 
my skill did not extend.

sent for his own; one case of which being 
unlike mine, he immediately gave it into 
my hands to use.

ter my gulvanic pile bad amused the king 
and his courtiers for an hour, we were dis 

missed, with an order to look out a place 
we liked, and he would build a house for 
us. An order was also given to look up all 
the diseased people, and have my decision 
on them 

The king is a man of smal! stature, very 

strai :-ht—steps with a natural air of supe- 
riority, but has not the least appearance of 
it in conversation On the contrary, be is 
always pleaswnt and good humoure‘, so far 
asl have yetseen him He wears a red 
finely striped silk cloth from his waist to 
his knees, and a blue and white handk: r- 
chief on his head. He has apparently the 
good of his people, as well as the glory of 
his kingdom. at heart ; and is encouraging 
foreign merchants, and especially artisans, 
to settle in his capital. A watch-maker, at 
this moment, could obtain any favour he 
should please to ask. The samc might be 
vouched for a chair maker and cabinent- 
maker, as the king has courage and wisdom 
enough to prefer foreien manufactures 
when he sees their superiority to his own. 
On the subject of religion, he appears, tike 
all his people, devoted to his idols But 
he has never yet persecuted for religion’s 
sake !

“ Dancing in allages and perhaps we 
mavadd in all nations of the world. has 
been one of its most favourite amusements, 
To preach against dancing. is by many. 
even christians, thought to be unrea-ona 
bly rigid, and “over mueh righteous ?— 
There are very few worldly amusements 
in favour of which more may be said Bur 
with ebristians. the chief question should 
be, its natural tendeney and usuai effeets. 
if it promotes virtue or religion 3 if it 
tends to make people  piou-. -ober and 
temperate : if it promotes the love of Gd 
obedience to his laws. and charity to all 
man ind: if its tendenes is to frugality, 
sobriety. and the observance of regular 
hours : if it will fortify and strengthen 
the minds of young people, especially 
against the temptations and vanities of 
Jife : if it will prepare females to be better 
wives and mothers, and to shine brighter 
in these virtues, whieh are the true orna 
ments of their sex: if men. by this amuse 
ment. beeome better qualified and more 
faithfol in their various relations, duties 
and professions of Ife—then eertainiy 
ought christians to practice and promote it. 
But ifon the contrary. dancing is known 
io promote levity, lascivionsness and other 
vices: if its tendency is unfavourable to 
religion: fit feadsto vanity. dissipation, 
unseasonable hours and unprofitable ex- 
pense : ifit rather hinders and disqualitic s 
us for useful oceapations and sober duces 
of Jife—then certainly it is wise in chit 
ans & evenincumbent apon them, to avoid 
such reereation, asa sinful vanity. “Phe 
daughter of Herodias was very successful 
in her display.she received the highest ap. 
plause. aud was rewarded with the offer of 
halfa kingdom. tut, christian friends.yon 
know who, that he might save your souls, 
would not make a vain show and worship 
idvls. fer allthe kingdoms of the world, 
and the glory of them.”

‘‘ This is one case of such offences as 
are adverted toi: the text. Another aud 
still more specific is beginning, we uncer- 
stand, to be « xemplified in our city, though 
it has not attained to the height or to the 
frequency at which it occurs in the neigh- 
boring metropolis We allude to the do- 
ing of week-day business upon the Sab 
bath We allude to that violence which is 
rudely offered to the feelings and the as- 
sociations of sacreciness. by those exactions 
that an ungodly master lays at times on his 
youthful dependants-—when in those hours 
which they were wont to spend in church, 
they are called upon to spend in the count- 
ing-house--when that day, whica ought to 
be a day of piety, is turned into a day vf 
posting and of penmanship—when the 
rules of the decalogue are set aside, and 
utterly superseded by the rules of the 
great trading establishments; and every 
thing is made to give way to the hurrying 
emergency of orders, and clearances, and 
the demands of instant correspondence 
Such isthe magnitude of this stumbling 
block, that many is the young man who 
has here fallen to rise no more—*hat, at 
this point of departure, he bas so widened 
his distance from God, as never, in fact, to 
return to him—that, in tnis distressing 
contest between principle and necessity, 
the final blow has been given to his reli- 
ious principles—-tha: the master whon, 
he serves, and under whom he earns his 
provision for time, has here wrested the 
whole interest of his eternity away frou 
him—-that, from this monient, there ,a- 
thers upon his soul the complexion of a 
harder and more determined impiety— 
and conscience once stifled now speaks to 
bim with a feebler voice—and the world 
obtains a firmer Jodgment in his heart— 
and, renouncing all bis original tenderness 
about Sabbath, and Sabbath employments. 
he can now, with the thorough unconce,n 
of a fixed and familiarised proselyte. keep 
qual pace by his tc lows throughout every 
scene of profanation -and he, wont totrem 
nle and recoil from ‘he freedoms of irre- 
lizion with the sensibility of a little one, 
may soon become the most darinely re 
bellious of them all—and that Sabbath 
which he has now learned, at one time, to 
zive to business, he, at another, gives to 
unhallowed enjoy ments—and it is turned 
into a day of visits and excursions, given 
up to pleasure, and enlivened by all the 
miith and extravagance of holiday—and 
when sacrsment is proclaimed trom the 
city pulpits, he, the apt, the well trained 
disciple of his corrupt and corrupting su 
perior, is the readiest to plan the amuse- 
ments of the coming opportunity, and 
emong the foremost in the ranks of eimi- 
gration—ond though he may look back, at 
times, to the Sabbath of his tatver’s pious 
house, yet the retrospect is always becom. 
ing dimmer, and at levgth it ceases to 
disturb him—and thus the alienation wi 
dens every year, tll, wholly given over to 
impiety, he lives without God in the 
world 
And were we asked to state the dimen- 
sions of that imquity which stalks regard- 
lessly, and at large, over the ruin of youth- 
ful principies—wcre we asked to fiud a 
place in the cataloxue of guilt for a crime, 
the atrocity of which 18 only equalled, we 
understand, by its trequency—-were we 
called to characterise the man who, so far 
irom attempting one counteracting influ- 
ence against the protligacy of his depen- 
ants, issues, from the chair of authority 
on which he sits, a commandment, in the 
direct face of a commandment of God--the 
man who has chartered impiety in articles 
of agreement, and has vested himselt with 
. property in that time which only belongs 
tothe Lord of the Sabbath—were we asked 
to look to the man who could thus over- 
bear the last remnants of remorse in a 
s rugyle and unpractised bosom, and glit- 
ter in all the ensigns of a prosperity that 
is reared on the violated consciences of 
those who are beneath him—O! were the 
question put, to whom shall we liken such 
a man? or what ts the likeness to which we 
can compare him? we would Say, the guilt 
of him who trafficked on the highway, or 
trafficked on that outraged coast, from 
whose weeping families children were in- 
sepaiably turn, was far outmeasured by the

DESTRUCTIVE STORM, 

We experienced one of the severest storme 
known for many years, on Sabbath last— he wind 
was N. FB. accompanied with snow, rain, and hail,

As T live at a distance, I did not receive 
the 33rd No ofthe Repository. till a week 
afier its publication, In looking over the 
Ja-t page. my eye was attracted by an ar- 
ticle relating tothe Essays of Paal and 
Amicus. which have for a considerable 
time past been publishing in this paper 
And as I have from the commeneement 
been an assiduous reader of the interesting 
controversy between these ingenious writ 
ers. Twas determined to lose no time in 
hearing what a third party had to say 
about them, particularly as the writer, by 
his style. purported to be a member of the 
same Society with Amicus — Ehad not pro- 
eeeded far. however, before b was convin 
eed that the writer, if be was really a 
Friend, was speaking ironically of taets.

to be the reverse of his statemenis, witha 
view of burlesquing the Presbyterians :—

Such is the prejudice of some men, that 
they can see no truth in any views, how- 
ever clear er cogent the reasoning with 
which they are enforeed. if they do not 
tally with their preconceived or adopted 
faneies. But there is nothing blinds the 
eyes like envy and interest To which of 
these principles we are to attribute the 
production of the writer | am noticing, | 
will not andertake to determine, but eer- 
lain it is, that some unhappy perversion

he has felt the keenness and strength of 
Amicus’s replies, and instead of yielding 
to conviction, he has given up to the weak 
ness of anger, and in consequence of being 
meapable of viewing the subject with cool 
ness himself, he has unjustly inferred that 
the same feelings were indulged by Am- 
eus! Lome the latter has appeared as one 
conscious of the goodness of his cause and 
the extent of his resources, to meet with 
calmness, yet with firmness and spirit. the 
charges of his assailan', meantime indaly 
ing olien a pleasant laugh at the diffieul 
lies and absurdities in which his opponent 
was continaally mvolving himself, instead 
of fixing them on the Society he had at 
tacked.

2. In he Sanscrit, in which the diffi 
culty of the languaye is greater, a greater 
degiee of delay has been experienced ;— 
and the printing of the edition of the Bible 
now in the press has not advanced farther 
than Fxodus

Testament, printed in the same torm, size, 
and type as the Bengaice, Genesis and Ex- 
odus have been finished. 

11. The new Testament Kashmere 
has been finished ; and a version of the 
Oid Testament put to press, which has ad- 
vanced to kxodus ‘To facilitate the print- 
ing of the whole Bible in one volume, a 

















new fou.t of Kashmere Types has recent- 
ly been completed on a reduced scale 

12. Ofthe six Versions of the New 
Testament, mentioned in the preceding 
year as considerably advanced at press, five. 
the Nepal, the Harotee, the Marwar, the 
Bhugulkhund, and the Kanoje, have been 
completed 
13. Ven Versions of the New Testa- 
ment still remaiu in the press—the Kur-

From this review. it will appear, that little 
remains, at present, to complete the plas 
onginally published in 810%. Four or five 
years more will probably complete the 
whole body of Scripture, im ten languages ,;

The Missionaries would have rejoiced 
in going forward with the Old Testament 
in all these languayes ; but the low state 
of thei: funds readered this impossible. 
since the printing of the Benyalee, Sanscrit, 
and other revised editions now inthe press, 
has so much more than exhivusted the 
funds in their hands, that they have been 
constrained already to anticipate the coliec- 
tion», by nearly 2000/—Winout these 
editions, however, every vestive of the ia 
bours of twenty nine years would quickly 
lisappear ; and the increasing body of Na- 
tive Christians be deprived of the Jracies 
of Truth, the foundation of their faith and 
practice 
For the liberality of the British and For- 
eign Wible Society, they can never feel sut 
ficientivy thankful ; as, by their generously 
furnishing the means for printing the frst 
editions of the New Testament, recently 
finished and now in the press, the Seram- 
pore Committee are enabled to apply the 
whole of the Translation Fund to the ex- 
pense of second and subsequen: editions, 
and to the printing of the Old Testament 
in tho-e dialects for which superior advan- 
tages are possessed Though thus :eliev- 
ed from embarrassment on this head, they 
cannot but view, with concern, the large 
expenditure which will necessarily be re- 
quired to complete the revised editions now 
in hand ; and nothing, but an extraordinary 
exertion of public liberality, can prevent 
them from sinking beneath the pecuniary 
pressure of the undertaking. But their | 
trustis in Divine Goodness.
